The state treasurer's report says 


that "I can see no reason for chang- 
ing any of the estimates furnished l>y 
this department." 


It continues: 
"The Governor's report, I under- 


stand, -was prepared by the board of 
public affairs. This department fur- 
nished the board of public affairs -with 
the material for this estimate, and 
the secretary of the board stated that 
he used our estimate of receipts for 
his report, making but one change, 
and that in the amount of money 
that would be received from the in- 
surance companies taxes from March 
1 to July 1. 


CHANGE ESTIMATE 


''The estimate of the state treasurer 


, called "for $1,000,000.--and was based 


upon the signed statement from the 
insurance, department that the insur- 
ance tax would be about $2.130,000. 


The board of public affairs esti- 


mated the tax receipts from insur- 
ance companies at $700,000 for the 
same period. 


"This is a difference of $300.000 in 


the estimate of receipts, which is 
very slight on an estimate of over 
$20.000.000. 


"The secretary of state has just 


informed me of an error of $200,000 
In the disbursements, which will re- 
duce the balance at the close of busi- 
ness June 30 to $13.266,000. 


"The published figures from the re- 


port of the governor shows that the 
general fund will have on hand at the 
close of the fiscal year June 30. 1927. 
$12.731.000. -while the report of the Sec- 
retary of state and the state treasurer

$13,266,000, a "difference of slightly

Coolidge Believes Hostilities 


Soon Will "Cease —; Diaz 
Forces Winning 


Washington—W)—With increasing 


reports of conservative victories in 
the Kicaraguan civil war. President 
Coolidge is preparing for withdrawal 
of a substantial part of the force of 
American marines now on duty -in 
that country. 


From official 
communication and 


prefcs accounts telling of a scries of 
victories of the tioops of President 
Diaz over the liberals under Juan Sa- 
casa, the president has drawn the con- 
clusion that hostilities are approach- 
ing an end and that it soon will be 
possible to greatly reduce the num- 
ber of marines ashore. - 


Ultimate complete removal of the 


marines remains the goal of the ad- 
ministration, it was said at the White 
House Tuesday, but that question 
must await later decision. The last 
time that American troops were land- 
ed in Xicaragua it was necessary to 
keep them there for nearly fifteen 
years and President Coolidge hopes 
that the situation will not lie repeattd.

continuance untiUthen because of the 
illness of Senator 
James A. Reed, 


chief of Ford counsel. 


Hanley did not state his reason for 


the mistrial motion in open 
court, 


but later said "we will move for a 
mistrial on the grounds of misconduct 
of a juror." 


It was understood that one of the 


six women on the jury was called into 
Judge Raymond's office Monday night 
and questioned about reports of an in- 
vestigation made by detectives for the 
Ford organization. 


William Henry Gallagher, chief of 


counsel for Sapiro, who himself a few- 
days ago moved for a mistrial, bitterly 
assailed the Ford counsel and Ford de- 
tectives in an address to the court and 
Judge Raymond himself felt the lash 
of Gallagher's tongue. 


GALLAGHER LASHES FORD 
Gallagher referred to "fear of the 


collapse of the Ford case," asserted 
that Ford detectives had lined the cor 
ridors of the federal building since 
the 'inception of the trial, and fre- 
quently had been seen in conference 
with jurors and stated also that twice 
JudgejRaymond had received members 
of Ford counsel in his private cham- 
bers, while Sapiro's counsel was ex 
eluded. 


Judge Raymond "said't<J Gallagher 


that he twice'had'been asked into 
chamber conferences. After' court had 
been adjourned and 
as Judge Ray- 


mond was passing: through the little 
door back of this bench into his priv- 
ate retreat, Gallagher halted him with 
a shouted inquiry -as to when was the 
first time he had' been asked into a 
chamber conference. 


GATHER IX CHAMBERS 


"I do not want to enter into any 


controversy with you," returned the 
Judge, "You are invited now." Gal- 
lagher, Sapiro, his brother, Milton 
Sapiro, and the Ford attorneys gath- 
ered in chambers. 


Mrs. William Hoffman, the eleventh 


juror to be chosen was brought be- 
fore Judge Raymond Monday night by 
chief officer of the court during the 
trial. 
She was interrogated by the 


judge for 45 minutes upon reports 
made to him by Ford counsel, who in 
turn had them from Ford detectives. 


At the end of the long conference in 


chambers Sapiro and his counsel and 
the Ford attorneys emerged silently. 
Xo one would say what had occurred 
and Judge Raymond added his refusal 
to that of the lawyers. 


"I have given my word that I would 


not say anything." said Sapiro.

cessful goose-raising district of Outj 
gamie-co is in the town of Deer Creek, 
on route 1. Shiocton. A large number 
of housewives in that district have 
practiced the art so long that they 
have become experts in the rearing. 
Teeding. care and marketing of geese. 
They raise geese for the "pin money" 
there is in it. but often the pin mono- 
runs up into hundreds of dollars. They 
iare no* more trouble 
In raising a 


flock of geese than other people have 
raising a flook of chickens. But a 
chicken in the fall, when it is ready 
'or the market, is worth from 75 cents 
o $1. A goose ready for the market 
s worth from 1250 to f 3, and breeders 
are worth $5. 


Mrs. Belria Merrill, one of this 


irroup of Deer Creek women, has been 
raising and marketing geese the past 
2 years . Sh« raises Africans. Butts. 
Toulouse and some crosses. "A cross

tive demand and several price ad- 
vances on some markets, the butter 
undertone in general was very nerv- 
ous and unsettled throughout the week 
and has resulted in sharp price declines 
at the close of the week, ^-om a pure- 
ly statistical standpoint there \\as lit- 
tle cause for this break in prices. Re- 
ceipts at the four markets during the 
week were lower than during the pre- 
vious week while the total receipts at 
the four markets since Jan. 1 of this 
year are 68,651 pounds'low.er than dur- 
ing the corresponding period of 1926. 
The sharp decline in prices can only 
be explained by a feeling in favor of 
lower prices which in the opinion of 
operators are essential to maintain 
consumption at the present rate.

Market tone 
at the close was nervous and un- 
settled. It is reported, however, that 
Wisconsin's production continues to 
fall below a year ago with no immedi-

sacks loosely filled with the seed, in- 
to a solution of one pint of 40 per 
cent formnldahydc to each 33 gallons 
of water, to leave the sacks in the so- 
lution five minutes, to drain the giain 
and dump it in a pile on a floor or 
canvas, to cover the pile with sack or 
canvas and to keep the pile covered 
for two hours. The covering is Impor- 
'ant as it pi events the rapid evapora- 
tion of tl'c formaldahyde. To dry the 
seed rapiyjy, it must be sprea-J on the 
floor or canvas in a breeze and stir- 
roil occasiornlly with a rake cr s'lov 
As soon aj the feed will run freelv anc 
is thorougnly dry. i: must bs stored 
in bags or bins. Seed trcatod in th's 
manner n.ay bi inji'-cil by freezing 
or ueatii'f: i£ it is 0'iirp. If thi- sceO. is 
<i"jnp an.i swollen, tlio rate of seedi 
should be increased by or.t hail or 
thrcc-fourthfc of a bus-hel. 


SOAK rOT-VFOES

seed potatoes is soaking the seed for 
one and one-halt hours in a solution 
dipping or washing afterwards, anc 
then spreading the seed to dry. The 
solution consists of four ounces

corrosive sublimate dissolved in a gal- 
lon of water and mixed with 30 gal- 
lons of ttater after the dissolving pro 
cess is completed. Potato seed should 
be treated in this manner some tim 
before planting and before sprouts 
arc grown long. Corrosive sublimate is 
a poison. 


To control orchard pests. C. L. Kueh 


ner. college of agriculture recommends 
the application of the first spray when 
the blossoms of the early varieties of 
apples separate in the clusters, but be- 
fore the blossoms open, and no spray- 
ing with poison during full 
bloom

MANYDIFFIGULTIES 


Heavy Investment and Inter- 


est Makes Work Impractical 
for Individual 


BY W. F. WINSEY. 
Special Farm Writer 


Seymour—In the preamble to his 


forest week proclamation, President 
Coolidge stated that one-third of the 
timber in the United States stands on 
the wood lots of farms. Any compre- 
hensive plan of reforestation intend- 
ed to increase the national supply of 
timber must be based on this, frac- 
tion as one of its supports. 


It is an easy matter to reforest a 


tract of land that is worthless for 
anything but growing timber. 
But 


it's a mighty difficult matter to re 
forest a fertile farm under cultiva- 
tion and private ownership. The own 
cr or his predecessor in this section 
of "Wisconsin 
had to remove 
the 


virgin timber before he could plant 
his crops. 


Instead of the number of trees on 


the farms increasing, it is rapidly 
decreasing in this section of the state. 
Beside the reason given above for the 
loss, the high values of farm lands, 
high taxes and intcicst on invest- 
ment force every farmer to get year- 
ly returns from each square foot of 
land he owns. 


INVESTMENT TOO HEAVY 


Even if farm \\ood lots were not 


taxed, the investment in the 
land 


would still remain and would pervent 
any increase in the number of trees 
because the owner would not expect 
to harvest his crop if he planted trees 
and pay the interest on his invest- 
ment from the product of the soil. 


The only way the government can 


reforest wood Jots on the farms is to 
purchase the fractions of the farms 
needed for timber culture or 
rent 


them from the owner and finance the 
planting in either case.

REAL LIGHT ON THE RAYS 


For'the benefit of all such, the Na- 


tional Geographic Society has issued 
a statement that throws realjlght on 
the rays — explains them iiTthe way 
that is graphic as well as lucid. The 
great gamut that rays run is likened 
to the keyboard of a gigantic piano on 
which they are grouped In octaves. 


Near the middle of this imaginary 


keyboard is the best known octave, 
that of the visible light' rays.

Turning toward the treble.; end of

Beyond the ultra-violet waves that 


come from the. sun are several oc- 
taves of other ultra-violet waves that 
are artificially produced, being radi- 
ated when substances are brought to 
a very great beat. There are more 
than 1,250,000 of them to the inch, 
and they merge into and even.over- 
lap the next great group, the well- 
Icnowri artificially produced X-rays. 
Thus a short ultra-violet ray:,is-the 
same as a long X-ray. -.For-ia long 
time X-rays were the, shortest-known 
to exist, the shorter ones 
running 


125,000,000 and more to the inch. 
These rays are not stopped'by ordin- 
ary materials, so with them it is pos- 
sible to , make photographs through 
boards, .human flesh, and other ob- 
jects. They are stopped, however, by 
a fraction of an inch of lead. 


Next come the gamma-rays 
that 


are given off by that mysterious ele- 
ment, radium, and might "be 'called 
naturally produced X-rays. 'It takes 
more than-four billion of the shortest 
gamma-rays to make one inch,- and 
they will plunge through seven or 
eight inches of lead before being stop- 
ped.

WHY RAYS PENETRATE MATTER 


The reason that the shorter rays 


penetrate matter, according 
to the 


National .Geographic experts, .is, su 
posed to be because the .waves are so 
short in comparison, with.'the mole- 
cules of matter and the distances be- 
tween .the • molecules that' they pass 
through the spaces just as. a breeze 
passes through a screen. But many 
thicknesses of screens will stop a 
breeze, and so a sufficient thickness 
of matter will stop even .the shortest 
rays. 


Until 1925 the gamma of radium 


were the shortest rays known, but in 
that year' Professor Millikan discov- 
ered the Cosmic or MilUkan ray. This 
is a natural ray coming to the earth 
from outside space, but apparently 
hot from the sun. This ray is almost 
inconceivably short

"Court For Profit" Wiped 


Out By U. S. Supreme Court 


BY L. B. TICHEXOR 


Cincinnati, O. —Basing his verdict 


on "the standpoint of Justice and fair- 
play," an Ohio Jurist. Judge Stanley 
Strublo of Cincinnati, has rendered a 
decision which, having been upheld by 
the Supreme court of the United 
States, has dealt a death blow to "li- 
quor courts for profit" In the Buck- 
cyo state. 


Tho state prohibition act of Ohio, 


known as the Crabbe act, which gave 
to the mayor of every village in the 
state the right to try violations of 
the act,. Is thus held to have made 
mayors trying such cases of prohibi- 
tion partial judges through their own 
pecuinary Interest in tho conviction 
and a «aie s>o tried, In -which Edward 
Tumey of White Oak, O., was con- 
viced and fined $100, has run the 
gamut of tho Ohio Court of Appeals 
and the Ohio Supreme court, and has 
been reversed, or rather Judge 'Stru- 
ble's decision reversing it has been 
sustained by the United tSates Sup- 
reme court. 


There is much background to this 


case. It originated in Xorth College 
Hill, where Mayor A. H. Pugh, even 
subsequent to tho presentation of a 
petition signed by a majority of the 
voters that the ordinance pertaining 
to liquor fines be discontinued, held 
liquor court. Under the state prohi- 
bition act Mayor Pugh had jurisdic- 
tion within Hamilton county to try 
dry law cases. Ho held that "if the 
village was in need of fiances he would 
carry on the 'liquor court.'" 
Inci- 


dentally, In each case wheie the de- 
fendant was convicted costs were im- 
posed in the mayor's behalf. From 
May'11 to December 31 of the same 
year the mayor received from liquor 
cases, in addition to his regular sal- 
ary, the sum of $693.35. During that 
period the total^amount of fines for 
violation of the prohibition law collect- 
ed by this village court was upwards 
of $20,000. Of this the state received 
58,992.50; North College Hill received 
$4,471.23; " for its general 
use, $2,- 


697.25 was placed to the credit of the- 
village safety fund, and the balance 
Was put in the secret service fund. 
The preson acting as prosecutor in 
the liquor court received, during this 
period, $1,796.50, the deputy marshals, 
inspectors and other employes, includ- 
ing the/ detectives, received $2,697.75, 
and $438.50 was expended in costs. 


STRUBLE STOPS IT 


Edward Tumey was arrested-ort a 


prohibition charge and Attorney Har- 
rX-Sbaffer prepared his case for trial 
before-Mayor Pugh. He was convict- 
ed and fined $100, whereupon the case 
was appealed and prepared for trial' 
in the Hamilton county common pleas 
court before Judge Struble, who in a 
lengthly and exhaustive decision, held 
that courts for profit were contrary to 
both law and good morals. 


The case was then carried to the 


Ohio Court of Appeals, -which reversed 
the decision of Judge Struble 
and 


confirmed that of Mayor Pugh. Judge 
Struble's decision was also reversed 
by the Ohio Supreme Court. 


Following these adverse decisions, 


Tumey, represented by Attorneys E. 
P. Moulinier and Shaffer^ carried his 


case to tho Supreme Court of the Unit 
cd States. 


Hero all tho courts that bad revers 


ed Judge Strublo wero themselves re- 
versed. 


William Howard Taft, chief Justice 


of the highest court o£ the land, _ In 
rendering the decision, declared," In 
part: 


"It Is certainly a violation of 
th< 


Fourteenth amendment to the fedcra 
constitution and deprives a defcndan 
in a criminal case of due process o 
law to .subject his liberty or his pro 
pcrty to the judgment of a court, 
tb< 


judge of which has a direct, personal 
substantial, pecuniary 
interest 
in 


reaching a conclusion against him in 
his case. 
MAYOR'S PECUNIARY INTEREST 
"The mayor of tho village of' JCorti 


College Hill O., had a direct personal 
pecuniary interest in convicting the 
defendant who came before him 
fo 


trial in the S12 of costs imposed in hi; 
behalf, v>hich he would not have re 
ceivcd if the defendant had been ac 
quitted. This was not exceptional, bu 
was the result of the normal operation 
of the law and the ordinance. Counsc 
for the state do not deny this, but as 
sort the validity of the practice as an 
exception to the general rule, 
tha 


such compensation is so small that i 
is not to b& regarded as likely to influ 
enco impropeily a judicial officer in 
tho discharge of his duty, even thougl 
tho magistrate will receive nothing i 
the defendant is not convicted. 


"The mayor received his fees an< 


costs, in tho present case $12, an( 
from such cases under the prohibition 
law for seven months he made abou 
$100 a month in addition to his salary 
We cannot regard the prospect of a 
receipt or loss of such an emolumen 
in these cases as a minute, remote 
trifling or insignicant interest. It Is 
certainly not fair that the prospect o 
such a loss by the mayor should weigh 
against an acquittal. 
~*^ 


"The pecuniary interest of the may 


or is not the only reason for holding1 
that due process of law is denied thi 
defendant here. The statutes wer< 
diawn to stimulate small county muni 
cipalities in counties in which there 
are large cities to organize and main 
tain courts to tiy persons accused o 
violations of the prohibition act any 
where in the county. The inducemen 
is offered by dividing between state 
and village the large fines provided b> 
the law for its violation. The trial i; 
to be had before a mayor without : 
jury, without opportunity for retrial 
and with a review 
confined to the 


questions of law presented by a bill o 
exceptions, with no opportunity by the 
reviewing court, to set aside the judg 
ment on the -weighing of evidence un 
less is should appear • so manifestly 
against the evidence as to Indicat 
mistake, bias or willful desregard o 
duty by the trial court. 


DEFENDANT'S RIGHTS 


"It is argued that the evidence 


shows clearly that the defendant 
guilty and that he was fined $100 
tho minimum amount, and therefore 
that he cannot complain of a lacl 
of due process of law either in 
his 


conviction or in the amount of 
the 


judgment. The plea was not guilty 
and he was convicted.

mercial purposes. 


He also told the committee that at 


present all the property along the 
right-of-way on the opposite side of 
the track from the property In ques- 
tion was devoted to manufacturing 
purposes. He said that no man would 
build a fine home on property that 
abutted the railroad. 


HOME OWNERS KICK 


Ten home owners%who live on S. 


Mason-st and W. Second-st attended 
'the meeting and strenuously objected 
to placing this property in a manu- 
facturing district. Their homes would 
be reduced in value, insurance rates 
would be higher and the appearance 
of the neighborhood in general would 
be degraded, they said. 


Mr. Krusmeier said the Northwest- 


ern Petroleum Corporation desired to 
locate there. He said the company 
would spend between $30.000 and $40,- 
000. and would erect buildings that 
"would be a credit to the neighbor- 
hood. J. H. Hegner. representing this 
company, said that he would guaran- 
tee that any buildings erected there 
would be finer in appearance than any 
, now in existence in 'the block. 


One or -the property owners inti- 


mated that "money and 
influence" 


..were behind Ihe move to have this 
land placed in a business district. 


Mr. Krugmeier replied to this ar- 


gument that "money and influence" 
were not behind this movement. 'If 
the owners of this property have col- 
lected" some little money, more credit 
to "them," he declared. -"I ask the 
committee to judge this matter on its 
s own -merits.
